fancy of growing boy-and-girlhood need 
special equipment. There is always a de- 
mand for tales of adventure. Yet, while 
the boy likes and demands recurring 
thrills, he waxes impatient if the in- 
vulnerability of the hero is too obviously 
maintained through all dangers. Instead, 
he would prefer something of the rough- 
and-tumble fair-play of his own existence. 
The ingenuity of the author thys becomes 
taxed to its utmost. Then there is the 
school-life story, popular with both boys 
and girls, and here the writer must be 
particularly careful to be on the right 
side. Happy are those who can reconcile 
the sport, intrigues and friendships of the 
schoolroom with a passing reverence and 
affection for the “Head.” More than all 
things, too, must the chronicler be up-to- 
date in-the vernacular of the schoolroom. 
We come across many echoes of the war 
here. But, as the cheery spirit that 
summed up things at “the front for us 
in. these words had, too often, but just 
escaped from the schoolroom, we hear 
them again with fervent understanding 
of what, thank God, this boyhood will be 
spared. 

Messrs. Chambers publish some good 
public schoo] stories this year. “ Teddy 
Lester’’ appears again in “ Teddy Lester 
of the Fifth’’ (6s.), and through fights, 
enmities, and the cricket and adventures 
of the story “plays the game”’ as frankly 
as when we first were introduced to him 
through John Finnemore. 


also largely of the cricket field and its 
elevens. 
bringing to light of the ‘petty thief and 
sneak whom boys of honour are too slow 
in suspecting. This is told without 
priggishness or vindictive feeling, and 
shows good understanding of boyish codes. 
In “The Two Form Captains,’’ by Elsie 
J. Oxenham (5s. net) we have the life of 
the two schools, “St. John's” for boys, 
and “St. Mary 8” for girls, in Switzer- 
land, separated only by a wide gray 
torrent, which, it seems, was not a separa- 
tion after all. The story is very bright 
and healthy in tone, and will be liked by 
both sides of the dividing line. For little 
girls “ Three Pickles In and Out of School,”’ 
by Mary Baldwin (5s. net) holds many 
thrills of’coast precautions in war-time, 
considerable humour in servants, and 
dressings-up and school fétes galore. 
“Two from Miss Tiddeman’s,”’ by E. M. 
Channon (4s. net) is a delightfully written 
story of a little girl who, through fairy 
influence, always did tell the truth in 
spite of her parents’ discomfiture—at most 
inconvenient moments and with diverting 
results. And for a very young girl 
“Peppery Pat and the Others,”’ by L. E. 
Tiddeman (3s. 6d. .net), is told by 
the eight-year-old girl herself. It runs 
on with delightful freshness, and we, too, 
learn to love the old nurse whose ; .recepts 
and reproofs take constant impromptu form, 
as “ No matter what a boy has said, no gir] 
should ever bump his head.” A stirring 
adventure story of Nyasaland, told with 
no padding, dealing with native life and 
the withdrawal of Germany from Africa. 
“Comrades Ever,’’ by Escott Lynn (6s. 
net), makes an acceptable gift through its 
general get-up and the real interest of the 
story, and is one of the best of all that 
Messrs. Chambers send. 
From Messrs. Jarrold’s comes the excel- 
lent series, “The Warwick Rewards.”’ 
These books are unusually cheap, espe- 
cially considering their character and 
suitability for gifts. They are published 
at the modest price of half-a-cyéwn each, 
in good type, and with a colour illustra- 
tion on the cloth cover. For boys there 
are two good adventure books, “The 
Perils of Peterkin,’’ by Robert Leighton— 
a redskin story—and “The Treasure 
Hunters,’’ by John Mackie, of equally ex- 
citing doings under the Southern Cross. 
For girls there are “The Adventures of 
Jasmin,’ by L. E. Tiddeman, and “ The 
Girls of St. Bede's,” by Geraldine 
Mockler, two well known and favourite 
authors among schoolgirls. “A Handful 
of Rebels,’’ by Raymond Jacberns, is a 
gay story which children who are used to 
a “ governess’ will appreciate. This lady 
certainly has her hands full, but she keeps 
pur, and the kiddies’, liking through all 
their pranks, even though young readers 
will regard them with much amusement 
and fellow-feeling. 


TALES OF THE ANCIENT 


FENIANS. 


The Mellifont Press publishes for children 
four picture books that have been de- 
signed and produced wholly in Ireland. 
They would do<credit to any publishing 
firm and should ¢ommand a large 
Christmas sale. “Uncle Pat’s Play-time 
Book’’ is a collection of poems, tales, 
riddles, with amusing pictures in colour 
by George Monks. They all, happily, 
steer clear of vulgarity. 

“Tales of the Gaels,” by Aodh de 
Blacam, relates a number of the stories of 
the ancient Fenians and of Finn MacCool, 
their King. Mr. de Blacam says that the 
Fenians were “the Irish Army that 


guarded Ireland hundreds of years before 
St. 


Patrick came.” It is, perhaps, not 
worth while disputing the point; but, 
organisation of 
those times, it was certainly not a standing 
The social structure and the tribal 
conditions made that impossible. But 


there were warriors and fighting in plenty, 


and plenty of material, therefore, for 
Mr. Austen 
Molloy’s illustrations deserve a special 
word of praise. They are full of move- 
ment and lively fancy. 

“The Credo”’ is the Apostles’ Creed, ex- 
panded in simple and, for the most part, 
Scriptural language, suitable for children. 
Each clause of the Credo appears at the 
head of a page, the rest of which is occu- 
pied by appropriate pictures and the ex- 
planation.

BOYS’ ADVENTURE STORIES. 


Modern writers of adventure stories 

have formidable rivals in the old classics 
so dear to the hearts of boys, but we have 
received from Messrs. Cassell and Co. 
some most excellent boys’ books which, if 
they do not quite rise to the level of the 
old favourites, at least hold the reader 
enthralled from start to finish. 
“Scouts of the Baghdad Patrol,’’ by 
Lieutenant-Colonel F. 8. Brereton (Cassell, 
6s. net), should be a popular book, .espe- 
cially with boys who are interested in the 
scout movement. It is the story of a boy 
who recruited a company of scouts in this 
“ city of a thousand adventures,” and of 
the daring exploits of this band, whose 
activities arouse the suspicion and hatred 
of a gang of Arab brigands. The Arab is 
a difficult customer to deal with when his 
enmity is aroused, as Mike and his fol- 
lowers discover ; but the boys act pluckily 
and well, and end by bringing about the 
arrest of Mahmud’'s bandits. 

“ Hussars of the Wolf,” by D. H. Parry 
(Cassell, 5s. net), is‘a tale of the French 
Revolution. Here it is the fortunes of 
two lads, who enlist under Colonel Gazelle 
in the Republican Army of the North, 
which hold the .reader’s attention. The 
bitter injustices with which Gazelle has 
met at the hands of some cruel aristocrats 
heighten our interest in the success of this 
gallant band of soldiers who undergo 
terrible trials and dangers before they 
achieve victory and revenge. 

Boxing is another subject of intense in- 
terest to many boys, and when it is 
coupled with an exciting detective story, 
what more could any boy want? Georges 
Carpentier’s “Brothers of the Brown 
Owl’’ (Cassell, 6s. net), is a story of the 
“ring,” in which our interest is centred 
in the development of a young Frenchman 
into a champion prize-fighter. As the 
hero has had the misfortune to “ll foul 
of a giganti¢ secret organisation which for 
many months defied the biggest brains 
in Scotland Yard, his career is rather a 
precarious one; but, needless to say, with 
the help of fellows like Burton and 
Merrick, he wins through. Incidentally, 
there are three wonderful descriptions of 
prize fights, and the various tactics em- 
ployed by Lamont and his opponents. 

“Blackhand’s Treasure’’ (Cassell, 5s. 
net) is a wildly exciting and blood-curdling 


‘tale of treasure-hunting in the twentieth 


century. Yes, it is almost incredible; 
but these things are, and, if you doubt it, 
read Captain Shaw’s tale. You will have 
no time to question its probability while 
you are gripped by the vividly de- 
scribed excitements of the chase. There 
is One gorgeous scéne in which the villains, 
having captured the heroine, place a noose 
around her neck and threaten to hang her 
at the first attacking move made by the 
rescue party. 
of the story, is not to be outwitted, how- 
ever. With a clever shot he severs the 
rope, while the heroine gallantly plunges 
overboard and is quickly rescued from a 
watery grave by her plucky friends. 


THE BLACKIE BOOKS. 


The parent's life for the next eleven 
days is not going to be a bed of roses. 
Boys and girls are home, or coming home, 
for the holidays, and the ever-recurring 
question: “ What shall we ‘give them for 
Christmas ?’’ must be answered once more, 
When in doubt choose a book. If it is 
chosen wisely it always makes .an accept- 
able gift, and the most fastidious child 
rarely grumbles when he or she finds an 
interesting book among Santa Claus’s 
legacies on Christmas morning. 

Messrs. Blackie are famous for their 
young people’s ooks, and no parent or 
relative need hésitate about consulting 
their list. For small children Blackie’s 
Children’s Annual (price 6s.) will be a 
delightful present. It is chockfull of the 
most charming illustrations, both in 
colours and in black and white, and even 
the “grown up ” can find pleasure in its 
admirably chosen tales. The thing that 
struck us most forcibly about this book 
was the high standard of its English: 
Children’s tales are often told in a slap- 
dash jargon which has a deplorable effect 
on the speech of the nursery. No child 
should be allowed to read stories which 
are writtén badly, for bad literature is 
almost as harmful as bad milk, and the 
wise parent will be as careful about the 
mental nourishment of his offspring as he 
is about the food that goes into its month. 
The Little One’s Annual also falls into 
this category, and costs only 3s. 6d. It is 


printed in large type, so that the smallest 
children can read it, and its illustrations 
are uniformly excellent. 


For older children Messrs. Blackie also 


provide wholesome fare. Boys’ and girls’ 
books in abundance appear on the list, 
and. there is a wide variety of choice.
